JET PROPULSION 


The history of jet propulsion for 
aeroplanes has been recounted in the 
press and commentators have dis- 
coursed learnedly or flippomtly about it 
comparing it to the rocket ship of the 
comic supplements. 

Yet the actual amount of information 
prior to the actual test flights was ex- 
tremely meagre. Before any person 
was admitted to the factory where the 
planes were being fabricated he had 
to pass strict F. B. I. investigation. It 
was one of the most closely guarded 
secrets of the entire war program. 
When Captain Frank Whittle, the in- 
ventor of jet-propelled aeroplanes, ar- 
rived at General Electric's plant he 
lived at the home of a G-E Engineer 
and was unknown to most of the 2,000 
engineers and workmen in the organ- 
ization. 

Proof of how well the secret was 
kept within General Electric came 
when several engineers were assigned 
to the new project. When asked to 
guess what the assignment was not 
one came even close to describing the 
jet-propulsion idea.

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The first fully integrated steel plant west of the Rockie 


charged its first open hearth furnace, February 3, and i 
hours later steel was tapped from it that had been produce: 
entirely from raw products of the single State of Utah. Thre: 
other identical furnaces, of a total of nine, were to start = 
the same month, each with a capacity of 225 tons of stes 
per heat. 

Less than a month earlier the first blast furnace of thre: 
at Geneva was blown in, or ignited, and 40 hours later 3 
had produced pig iron from Utah iron ore, limestone, arx 
dolomite. The open hearth furnaces convert that pig ire: 
into steel blooms, which are rolled into plate for the hull 
and decks of ships or shaped into angles, beams, ar 
channels for supporting structures of ships or buildings 


bridges or radio towers. 


As Geneva swung into production, a great construction 
ToJect approached its final stages — a project covering 
600 acres and costing $180,000,000. Excavation and 
undation work, roads and railroads have been the joint- 
enture job of Utah-Pomeroy-Morrison; i.e., The Utah Con- 
ruction Company, J. H. Pomeroy Company, and Morrison- 
nudsen Company, Inc., familiarly called UPM; and on top 
f the original assignment UPM has received an endless 
uccession of added jobs, both at the plant proper and at 
ibutary mines and quarry. - 

Although this, the West's largest steel plant, is small 
-mpared to the industrial colossi of Indiana and Penn- 
ylvania, it is the largest ever built as a single project. Ten 
les of roads and more than 65 miles of railroad were 
uilt by-UPM. From the start of work on April 1, 1942, a

Among the first UPM tasks in the gently-sloping valley 
between the Wasatch and Oquirrah mountains was the 
creation of a 312-acre fresh-water reservoir in the edge of 
Lake Utah, which borders the plant. A semi-circular riprap 
dike was erected with a maximum depth of 20 feet, giving 
a storage capacity of 785,000,000 gallons. Two under- 
ground water conduits were built between the reservoir and 
the plant powerhouse, one the intake and the other the 
outlet and both sloped for gravity flow. About 220,000,000 


gallons is pumped through the plant every day.
